A big smile comes to Jennica 
Gagne’s face when she re¬ 
members the first time she 
was able to make a phone 
call. 

“Magic,” the 21-year-old 
Cole Harbour woman re¬ 
calls, blushing a rosy shade 
that matches her hot-pinlc 
hair. “It was so cool.” 

Jennica, who was born 
with cerebral palsy and uses 
a power wheelchair to move 
around, wasn’t able to make 
a phone call by herself until 
last year, when she was fit¬ 
ted with a new chair that al¬ 
lowed her to use an iPhone 
through a set of head con¬ 
trols. 

“She was able to call me 
by herself and then I cried 
happy tears when she hung 
up on me by herself,” her

mother Krysta says. 

The pair are now hoping 
to recreate that magic on 
Saturday when Jennica has 
the chance to be in the pi¬ 
lot’s seat of a drone that will 
be flying over MacDonald 
Beach near Cole Harbour. 

“We can’t put her in 
the driver’s seat, but we 
can put her in the passen¬ 
ger’s,” flight organizer Marc 
Cayoutte said Thursday. 

Cayoutte, a member of 
the Shearwater RC Flyers 
Club and a neighbour of 
the Gagnes, said he wanted 
to give Jennica a way to see 
the world from an aerial 
perspective — a big change 
from the view from her 
wheelchair. 

Jennica’s chair will be 
mounted with a tablet that 
streams live video from 
a camera attached to the 
drone, Cayoutte explained. 
Once she feels comfortable, 
she can wear a pair of gog¬ 
gles to allow her a more im¬ 


mersive experience of being 
up in the air. 

“She’ll essentially feel 
like she’s flying,” said John 
Liddard, who will be pilot¬ 
ing the drone on Saturday. 
“It helps change everyone’s 
perspective on what people 
are capable of.” 

Jennica’s mother says the 
two of them are ecstatic, es¬ 
pecially since there is new 
technology that could one 
day allow Jennica to control 
a drone by herself from her 
iPhone. 

“It’s the independence of 
doing the little things that 
we take for granted,” she 
says. 

As for Jennica: “I have no 
idea what I’m walking into,” 
she said, laughing. 

But luckily, she says any 
nerves are overshadowed by 
the excitement she feels at 
the opportunity of gaining 
more independence. 

“It means that I do what a 
normal person can do.”

New MacDonald to feel more 
like MacKay; says bridge boss 


The Big Lift revamp. 
Officials describe the

After roughly one million work 
hours and $150 million, drivers 
on Macdonald Bridge should 
have a clear harbour view from 
the newly paved deck. 

On Thursday, Halifax Har¬ 
bour Bridges general manager 
Steve Snider and contractor 
Mike Cegelis of American 
Bridge Canada outlined budget 
and workload details. 

The first sign of “The Big 
Lift” should be crews stiffen¬ 
ing the trusses with new steel 
next March so it can handle the 
weight of construction. 

Those trusses will be moved 
underneath the deck when 
new pieces go in during the 
summer of 2016, Cegelis said. 

“What they’re going to no¬ 
tice is a better view. It won’t be 
so you get that feeling of com¬ 
pression when you’re driving.... 
It’ll be open on the sides,” Ce¬ 
gelis said, adding there will still 
be a rail between traffic and the

bike path. 

“It’s like driving across the 
MacKay Bridge,” Snider said. 

The walkways and bike 
lanes will be removed next 
June. Snider said shuttles 
pulling bike trailers will take 
people across the bridge 24/7 
until faU 2016. 

About 46 old deck pieces 
will be lowered onto a barge 
and new ones lifted into place 
during bridge closures over 
four weekends and overnights, 
starting next August. 

After the re-decking is done 
in 2016, Cegelis said they’ll 
shut down the bridge overnight 
once more to repave. Then 
they can put in new suspender 
ropes, raise the whole bridge 
and dehumidify the cables to 
extend their life, with eveiy- 
thing done by September 2017.

Nova Scotia’s government is 
laying the ground for another 
showdown with its public sec¬ 
tor unions after promising to 
slow down hiring, consider rely¬ 
ing on the private sector to de¬ 
liver some services and stream¬ 
line collective bargaining with 
health-care workers. 

The Liberal government 
took aim at public sector labour 
costs in its throne speech Thurs¬ 
day, warning that the salaries of 
civil service workers could not 
be sustained given Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s financial pressures. 

Premier Stephen McNeil, 
who came to power nearly a 
year ago, said wage increases 
have exceeded the province’s 
ability to pay in recent years 
and are adding to the mount¬ 
ing debt. 

“This is not at all going to 
war with organized labour,” 
McNeil said after the throne

Acting NDP Leader Mau¬

“We’re interested in the 
results,” Baillie said. “Will 
there be savings for taxpay¬ 
ers? Will services get better 
for Nova Scotia patients?”

One of the measures the 
government is promising in¬ 
volves reducing the number of 
health authorities from 10 to 
two. Legislation will be intro¬ 


duced Monday to merge those 
health boards and determine 
how health-care workers will 
be represented in contract ne¬ 
gotiations, Health Minister Leo 
Glavine said. 

Glavine said the government 
decided to impose a framework 
that will identify which unions 
will represent nurses, technolo¬ 


gists, administrative and sup¬ 
port workers after negotiations 
with the unions broke down 
over the summer. 

“Amongst those four unions 
in acute care there are current¬ 
ly 50 bargaining contracts that 
go on and we want to dramatic¬ 
ally reduce that,” Glavine said. 

He said the bill would also 


provide for a mediator to iron 
out existing contractual differ¬ 
ences across the various bar¬ 
gaining units. 

“It won’t come about 
through an easy process, but I 
think the benefits to Nova Sco¬ 
tia and to the workers will def¬ 
initely be seen,” he said. 

Glavine wouldn’t give an 


exact figure but estimated the 
savings generated by reducing 
the number of health author¬ 
ities next year could be $1 mil¬ 
lion or more. He said most of 
those savings would come from 
cutting the CEOs and vice-pres¬ 
idents at those health boards.

Accused in murder case

Four weeks set aside 
for trial in April 2015 


A Nova Scotia judge has set 
trial dates for two people 
charged with murder in the 
death of Loretta Saunders, but 
the cases could be tried separ¬ 
ately if a motion to sever them 
is granted. 

Judge John Murphy set 
aside four weeks for the juiy 
trial starting April 20 in Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court for Blake 
Leggette, 26, and Victoria Hen- 
neberry, 28, who are both 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der. 

Leggette’s lawyer, Terry 
Sheppard, said he was pleased 
the case could go ahead in the 
spring, adding that his client 
will have been incarcerated for 
more than a year by the time a 
trial starts. 

“We were easily anticipat¬ 
ing going into the fall of next

year, so I’m glad there’s a 
month available for a juiy trial 
in the spring,” he said outside 
court after the brief hearing 
Thursday. 

One of the cases could be 
delayed if the judge accepts a 
motion by Pat Atherton, Hen- 
neberry’s lawyer, to have the 
two accused tried separately. If 
successful, at least one trial will 
go ahead on April 20. 

That request, along with 
other motions dealing with the 


admissibility of evidence, will 
be dealt with in court before 
the trial starts. A date was not 
set for that hearing. 

Leggette and Henneberry 
were charged in the death 
of 26-year-old Saunders, who 
disappeared from her Halifax 
apartment in Februaiy. 

Her body was found in a 
wooded area off the Trans-Can¬ 
ada Highway in New Bruns¬ 
wick two weeks later.

Even with international hip-

Canada to help set up global fund 
to fight maternal, newborn deaths 


Canada will contribute to a new 
international fund to prevent 
maternal and newborn deaths, 
part of what Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper calls his No. 1 
foreign-development priority. 

Harper and the representa¬ 
tives of several other national 
governments announced 
Thursday their plans to help 
set up a $4-billion US fund to be 
run by the World Bank. 

The Global Financing Facil¬ 
ity will aim to build a pool of 
private-sector money as well, to 
help reduce mortality rates and 
to create better data-gathering 
systems. 

Harper made the announce¬ 
ment at the United Nations, 
pledging $200 million in Can¬ 
adian money, which will flow 
from the $3.5 billion he prom¬ 
ised earlier this year at a sum¬ 



mit held in Canada. 

Maternal and newborn 
deaths have plummeted over 
the last two decades, but not 


enough to meet the UN’s Mil¬ 
lennium Development goals. 
Harper said he’s glad the cause 
has momentum on its side. 

“I’m pleased to see that not 
only do these meetings keep 
growing in size, but so do com¬ 
mitments,” Harper said, refer¬ 
ring to progress since he put 
the issue on the agenda of a G8 
meeting in Muslcoka in 2010. 

David Morley said the solu¬ 
tions to maternal and newborn 
deaths are relatively simple — 
they just require money and 
political will. 

He cited three areas in par¬ 
ticular: More trained nurses in 
outlying communities; better 
access to telecommunicatons 
technology; and cooling equip¬ 
ment to keep vaccines cold dur¬ 
ing transportation.

A study by Statistics Canada 
says that police reported 
9,084 incidents of cyber¬ 
crime in 2012, more than 
half of which involved fraud. 


The agency says that veiy 
few online fraudsters were 
ultimately identified by law 
enforcement. 

About 20 per cent of 
cybercrimes involved 
threats, with suspects identi¬ 
fied in 55 per cent of the 
cases. 

About 16 per cent of 
reported cybercrimes — or 
1,441 incidents — involved 


sexual matters, including 
crimes such as luring and 
child pornography. 

Police identified suspects 
in 31 per cent of cyber-re¬ 
lated sexual violations, and 
they laid charges in 25 per 
cent of the incidents. 

Overall, there were 33 
cybercrimes reported for 
eveiy 100,000 in the popula¬ 
tion.

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India releases first image 
of Mars taken by satellite 



India’s space agency released 
the first image of the crater- 
scarred and diy surface of Mars 
taken by the nation’s first inter- 
planetaiy spacecraft after it 
began orbiting the red planet. 

The image released Thurs¬ 
day was taken when the Mar¬ 
tian Orbiter Mission, or MOM, 
was about 7,300 kilometres 
from the planet’s surface, ac¬ 
cording to the Indian Space 
and Research Organisation. The 
digital data took at least 12 min¬ 
utes to reach Earth. 

Space agency scientists re¬ 
leased the image after bringing 
it to New Delhi to show Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi, who 
had spent Wednesday morning 
witnessing the satellite’s last 
manoeuvre into orbit from the 
space agency’s Mars command 
centre in the southern city of 
Bangalore. 

The satellite will spend the 
next six months on an ellip¬ 
tical orbit — coming as close 
as 365 kilometres and swing¬ 
ing out to 80,000 kilometres 
at its farthest — as it collects 
scientific data on the Martian 
atmosphere. 


India was enthralled with 
the mission’s success. Indian 
newspapers on Thursday ran 
front-page stories and two-page 
spreads detailing the mission. 
Museums opened special edu¬ 
cational exhibitions. Indian 
celebrities and politicians com¬ 
mended the rare feat, which 
only the U.S., former Soviet 
Union and European Space 


Agency have succeeded at be¬ 
fore. 

NASA on Sunday had its 
own success in placing its Mars 
Atmosphere and Volatile Evolu¬ 
tion mission, or Maven, in orbit 
around the planet. There are 
two other NASA satellites and 
one ESA craft also now orbiting 
Mars. Two NASA rovers are on 
the surface, the associated press

The zoo’s chief veterinar¬ 
ian, Dr. Chris Enright, said 
the 19-year-old tiger who died 
was named Baikal and had 
been at the zoo for about five 
years. 

The neighbouring den 
houses a pair of younger tigers, 
two-year-old brothers named 
Samlcha and Vasili. 

Vasili, the one who killed 
Baikal, was likely defending 
his turf, said Enright. 

“Any tiger — they’re a 
350-pound predator — has the 
potential to act aggressively in 
defence of itself,” he said.

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Just ‘digging 
around' North 
Korean prison 


Matthew Miller. U.S. 
man sentenced to six 
years of hard labour 
says he mostly does 
agricultural work 


An American man recently sen¬ 
tenced by North Korea to six 
years of hard labour says he is 
digging in fields eight hours a 
day and kept in isolation, but so 
far he is still in good health. 

Under close guard and with 
only enough time to answer 
one question, 24-year-old Mat¬ 
thew Miller spoke briefly to 
The Associated Press at a Pyong¬ 
yang hotel where he had been 
brought to call his family. 

It was his first appearance 



since he was convicted Sept. 14 
of entering the countiy illegally 
to commit espionage. 

“Prison life is eight hours of 
work per day. Mostly it’s been 
agriculture, like in the dirt, dig¬ 
ging around,” Miller said when 
asked what conditions were 


like in prison. 

At Miller’s 90-minute trial, 
North Korea’s Supreme Court 
said Miller tore up his tourist 
visa upon arriving in Pyong¬ 
yang on April 10 and declared 
his ambition to experience 
prison life so he could secretly 
investigate North Korea’s hu¬ 
man rights situation. 

Miller is one of three Amer¬ 
icans detained in North Korea. 
Jeffrey Fowle, arrested in May 
for leaving a Bible at a sailor’s 
club, faces a future court date. 
Kenneth Bae was sentenced to 
15 years of hard labour in 2013. 

Robert King, the U.S. special 
envoy for North Korean human 
rights issues, said Pyongyang 
has not accepted American of¬ 
fers to send a high-level envoy 
to seek release of the three 
men. the associated press

A sea of hipsters wait in T-shirts, 
headbands and sunglasses.

Back in 1963 at Calgaiy’s 
first marathon, a mere 19 men 
showed up, and only 12 fin¬ 
ished. This year, more than 
15,000 people took part. In 
1975,144 men and two women 
ran Ottawa’s marathon. This 
May, 4,436 men and 2,599 
women ran the marathon. And 
overall, 47,827 people partici¬ 
pated in six events during Ot¬ 
tawa Race Weekend. 

It’s the same stoiy coast-to- 
coast. While it took years for 
traditional road races to slowly 
build up their events, new 
events seem to have quickly 
sprinted to the head of the pack. 

The Color Run, LLC held its 
first event in Arizona in 2012. 


Charity 


• Some for-profit runs, like 
the Canada Running Ser¬ 
ies, have a separate non¬ 
profit foundation. Others 
donate a small amount of 
money to charity directly. 


• But the majority of 
money for charity via 
runs (whether a non¬ 
profit or not) is raised by 
individual runners. 


In 2013, the for-profit company 
hosted roughly 170 events in 
more than 30 countries. 

The Color Rim (which has 
not added a “u” in deference 
to our spelling) held five events 
in Canada in 2013. This year, it 
grew to eight events, and plans 
to expand again next year. 

About 60 per cent of partici¬ 
pants in the untimed “fun runs” 
are first-time runners, according 
to a Color Rim spokesperson. 

The for-profit Tough Mud- 
der LLC tends to attract more 
seasoned runners. Since it 
started in 2010, more than 100 
Tough Mudders have been held 
around the globe. The 18- to 
20-km events include obstacles 
such as: mud, freezing-cold 
ice, electricity and fire. A cross- 
section of CrossFitters, gym rats 
and runners in Canada have 
plunked down about $139.99 to 
$199.99 (plus fees and taxes) to 
take part in the gruelling event. 
In 2012, the business co-found- 
ed by a Harvard Business School 
grad brought in $70 million US 
in revenue, according to New 
York Magazine. 

Alan Brookes, the director of 
the Canada Running Series Inc., 
is not worried about all the new 
competition. 

“We’re passionate believers 
in doing one thing well,” says 
Brookes from Vancouver, where 


he was hosting the Vancouver 
Eastside 10K. “We are sticking 
to the traditional, complete 
road race and leaving the mud 
and colour to others.” 

The for-profit Canada Run¬ 
ning Series holds a total of eight 
races in Toronto, Montreal and 
Vancouver eveiy year. Its mar¬ 
quee event, the Scotiabank 
Toronto Waterfront Marathon 
(STWM), has hit its stride — 
celebrating 25 years this year 
and on pace to hit record num¬ 
bers of participants. 

The STWM began as the 
Coors Light Toronto Half-Mara¬ 
thon — part of a “six-pack” of 
races in a nod to the sponsor. 

In 1990, about 1,500 people 
took part. In the last five years 
the number of participants at 
the STWM (which now includes 
a 5-km run, half-marathon and 
full marathon) has risen almost 
400 per cent, with about 25,000 
expected on Oct. 19. 

Lately, it’s condo-dwelling 
millennials of both genders that 
are pushing the phenomenal 
growth, Brookes says. 

And companies are jockey¬ 
ing for a prominent spot at 
these events so they can mar¬ 
ket their product or brand to 
the swelling crowds of young, 
fit and well-heeled runners. 
Brands have such a strong pres¬ 
ence that some runs look like 
NASCAR races. 

Being a part of these feel¬ 
good events is worth a lot to 
companies. 

In 2008, Richard Branson’s 
group paid about $30 million in 
a five-year deal to sponsor Lon¬ 
don’s not-for-profit marathon. 
It’s now called the Virgin Money 
London Marathon. 

Eyepopping deals like that 
seem to have encouraged a slew 
of newbies to give putting on an 
event a shot. Many quickly hit a 
wall. 

Earlier this month, Runner’s 
World Magazine reported some 


theme and obstacle events have 
failed lately, with insiders point¬ 
ing to “organizer’s inexperience 
and unanticipated costs.” 

Heather Wall has experi¬ 
enced what she says was a poor¬ 
ly executed event firsthand. 

The fiber-fit Ottawa mom 
runs in about a dozen events 
per year, including the Canada 
Army Run in Ottawa last week¬ 
end. Two years ago she tried a 
local obstacle endurance event. 

“ft was not well organized,” 
says Wall, “ft left a bad taste in 
my mouth.” 

Among other things, she 
says it was not clear the event 
was solely a for-profit venture 
and she worried about the 
safety of runners as she believes 
there was not sufficient medical 
help on site. 

“I’m glad I did it, but I would 
never do it again,” says Wall. 

A safe event is something 
runners like Wall keep top-of- 
mind. 

In 2012, a man drowned at a 
Tough Mudder in West Virginia. 
The death was ruled accidental. 
The man’s family have since 
filed a lawsuit. 

In the mad dash to cash in, 
some of these events will trip up 
and drop out along the way. In 
the long run, runners like Wall 
will determine which events get 
a second wind.

Free clinics 
mean big 
money 

Eveiy Sunday morning 
the true believers gather 
to worship in the running 
temples John Stanton built. 

The former two-paclc- 
a-day smoker started the 
Running Room in 1984. 

The first store was literally 
a room in a house in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Thirty years later, there 
are about 1,500 staffers 
and 128 stores in North 
America. 

Since the start, Stanton 
has preached about inclu¬ 
siveness and community. 

The stores generally run 
free clinics eveiy Wed¬ 
nesday night and Sunday 
morning that anyone can 
attend. Plus, the stores offer 



several training clinics for 
$69.99 in Canada, which 
are sponsored by running 
shoe companies, such as 
New Balance and Saucony. 

“The clinics are a little 
bit self-serving,” Stanton 
freely admits in a phone 
interview from Edmonton. 
It’s a mutually beneficial 
relationship, he says. 
Customers get fit and meet 
like-minded people and 
the store builds a strong 
relationship with custom¬ 
ers and sells them a new 
pair of running shoes every 
now and then. 

Competitors are starting 
to see the light. Vancou¬ 
ver’s Lululemon Athletica 
Inc. and MEC (formerly 
Mountain Equipment Co¬ 
op) are among the growing 
number of retailers now of¬ 
fering free running groups 
and sponsoring running 
events, too.

New report. Forcing a 
pick-and-pay TV model 
futile, is coming anyway 


Forcing TV service provid¬ 
ers to offer their custom¬ 
ers television channels on a 
pick-and-pay basis would be 
a waste of time, a new study 
says. 

The C.D. Howe Institute 
report released Thursday 
says ever-changing technol¬ 
ogy will soon put viewers 
squarely in the driver’s seat, 
allowing them to choose 
everything they watch one 
program at a time. 

And it suggests it would 
be better for regulators to 
determine whether broad¬ 
casters should continue to be 
required to fund the produc¬ 
tion of Canadian content. 

The study also opposes 


the idea of forcing new 
video-distribution services, 
such as Netflix, to pay into 
funds that subsidize such 
content. 

Entitled Let the Market 
Decide: The Case Against 
Mandatory Piclc-and-Pay, 
the study comes as the Can¬ 
adian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission conducts a com¬ 
prehensive review of how 
consumers get their TV pro¬ 
gramming and how they pay 
for it. 

The Harper government 
has been promoting the 
pick-and-pay model as good 
for consumers.

Drones for 
moviemaking 
get FAA approval 

The government granted 
six movie and television 
production companies per¬ 
mission to use drones for 
filming, an important step 
toward greater use of the 
technology by commercial 
operators. Transportation 
Secretaiy Anthony Foxx 
announced Thursday. 

Dozens of other indus¬ 
tries are lined up to follow 
Hollywood’s lead. Until 
now, the Federal Aviation 
Administration, which is 
part of the Transportation 
Department, had banned 
commercial drone oper¬ 
ations with the exception 
of a lone oil company in

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Is Bash bug worse 
than Heartbleed? 


Uh-oh. Experts are 
divided over whether 
the latest security flaw 
will cause more chaos 
than the Heartbleed bug 


New warnings are emerging 
of a security flaw known as 
the “Bash” bug, which cyber 
experts say may pose a serious 
threat to devices using Unix- 
based operating systems such 
as Linux and Mac OS X. 

Beyond computers, devices 
ranging from home Internet 
routers to systems used to 
run factoiy floors and power 
plants to medical equipment 
could be affected. 

The Department of Home¬ 
land Security’s Computer 
Emergency Readiness Team 
in the U.S. issued a warning 
about the vulnerability this 
week. Experts are divided 
over whether the bug could 
pose a bigger threat than the 


Heartbleed computer secur¬ 
ity flaw discovered earlier this 
year. 

Security company Rapid7 
said that while the vulnerabil¬ 
ity “looks pretty awful at first 
glance,” hackers will not be 
able to exploit most systems 
running the affected Bash soft¬ 
ware. The Heartbleed bug ex¬ 
ploited a key piece of security 
technology used by hundreds 
of thousands of websites. For 
more than two years before 
it was discovered, the flaw 
exposed passwords and other 
sensitive data to hackers who 
could steal that information. 

The reason the Bash bug 
could be worse than Heart- 
bleed is because it gives the 
attacker a bigger advantage 
than Heartbleed did, said Tod 
Beardsley, engineering man¬ 
ager at Rapid7. With Heart- 
bleed, attackers could get an 
information leak. With the 
Bash bug, they can get “re¬ 
mote code execution,” a way 
to take control of the affected 
device to install programs or 


run commands, he said. The 
bug is rated a maximum 10 
out of 10 for its impact and 
ease of exploitability by the 
Common Vulnerability Scor¬ 
ing System, an industry stan¬ 
dard for assessing how bad 
security flaws are.

The Equalizer. Denzel

Richard: Mark, The Equal¬ 
izer is more elegant than 
Liam Neeson’s recent action 
movies but less viscerally 
satisfying. 

All the elements of 
Neeson’s Eurotrash thrillers 
are in place — tattooed bad 
guys and the “seasoned” 
hero with a “special set of 
skills” — but the pace is 


much slower. The point 
of the story is that McCall 
equalizes situations, using 
his talents to help the 
downtrodden, but it takes 
about 30 minutes before 
any settling of scores hap¬ 
pens. 

We meet McCall, learn 
about his orderly life but 
we don’t learn anything 
about his past. He’s Denzel 
and ergo, a badass, but the 
first half-hour of this movie 
could have snapped things 
up a bit by illuminating his 
past. 

Mark: Richard, withholding 
information must be what 
passes for suspense in this 
thriller. 

But I can accept a slow 
burn off the top if the rest 
of the movie ignites. 


But the plot and tone 
of the movie is standard 
stuff, as you say. What lifts 
the rote material into the 
stratosphere is Denzel, who 
is such a good actor we for¬ 
get we’re watching an ex¬ 
pensive Steven Seagal flick. 

RC: It is a slow burn that 
does build some tension, and 
by the time McCall unleash¬ 
es hell on the Russian mob¬ 
sters, it comes as a bit of a 
catharsis. Now the movie is 
rolling! 

Except that it isn’t. 

It takes ages for McCall 
to open another can of 
whoop-ass. Instead director 
Antoine Fuqua has elected 
to gradually build up to a 
wild showdown in a mas¬ 
sive hardware store. 

Who knew those places 


were so dangerous? 

The climax is tense and 
inventive — apparently 
there is no home improve¬ 
ment device that cannot be 
turned into a WMD — but 
it is a more standard bloclc- 
buster-movie ending than 
you might expect from a 
movie so stingy with the ac¬ 
tion in the first hour. 

MB: Homeowners ... killing 
homeowners, as the jingle 
sorta goes. 

I liked the set piece at the 
end; it was veiy well directed, 
and I have no quibble with 
the technical virtuosity of the 
movie. 

Denzel’s tactiturn hero 
is mysterious and engaging. 
But when I thought about 
it, all of the hero’s efforts to 
eliminate the Russian mob 


in Boston would only result 
in the ascendancy of the 
Irish mob. And what’s Bill 
Pullman doing in the movie 
with three lines? 

Time to fire his agent? 

RC: Pullman did have the 
nicer house, though, so I 
guess that counts for some¬ 
thing. 

Overall it’s a good movie 
and Denzel is, as always, 
charismatic and interesting, 
but as he says, paraphras¬ 
ing Hemingway, if “the old 
man gotta be the old man,” 
then The Equalizer gotta be 
more of an action movie to 
be completely satisfying. 

MB: I might say the vio¬ 
lence was often gratuitous, 
but there’s not much of a 
movie without it.

Mommy. Director talks 
about his fascination 
with mothers and 
sons and making 
films about them

“I have no culture. I’m ignor¬ 
ant. I have a high school dip¬ 
loma and I’ve seen eight films.” 

Quite the admission from 
Quebec’s boy wonder Xavier 
Dolan who has accrued 36 
awards with just five major 
features since 2009.1 Killed My 
Mother, Heartbeats, Laurence 
Anyways, Tom at the Farm and 
his latest Mommy catapulted 
him onto the world stage at 
Cannes, four winning major 
prizes. Dolan is hands-on in all 
elements of his films and has a 
successful acting and voice-over 
career. Dolan says he has no 
culture, but it’s clear he creates 
it. And he’s just 25. 

Mommy finds us in famil¬ 
iar Dolan mother/son territoiy. 
The widowed Diane (Anne Dor- 


val) and her violent, mentally 
ill teenaged son Steve (Antoine- 
Olivier Pilon) find it hard to 
function together or integrate 
into society. They are perpetual 
youngsters in a love-hate rela¬ 
tionship that recalls his 2009 
film I Killed My Mother. “I was 
ready to go back to mother and 
sons and I realized I’d never 
left them,” says Dolan. “They’d 
always been in my movies 
somehow, sometimes in the 
background and sometimes 
in the spotlight. I Killed My 
Mother was about schemes 
compared to Mommy, which 
is really about an existential 
crisis between two people who 
love each other more than the 
world. They love each other so 
much they cannot live togeth¬ 
er.” 

Dolan picked the word 
Mommy from all the terms for 
mother as it describes their re¬ 
fusal to grow up. “Mommy is 
what children call their moms. 
They don’t say ma, or mom 
or mother except if you’re on 
the Titanic. They say mommy 
when they’re really small. Both 
Die and Steve are two children; 
they’re just babies. Die is an 
eternal teenager and Steve just 


will never be a grown-up; he’s a 
little baby.” 

Mommy is set in a “fiction¬ 
alized Canada” in which a par¬ 
ent may deposit an incorrigible 
child in an institution indefin¬ 
itely. “The thing about mental 
illness is that it is unpredict¬ 
able. Steve doesn’t think, ‘Well, 
I’m going to go home and bum 
the house down.’ He’s a good 
kid, but he’s a ticking bomb. He 
does not control his outbursts. 
It’s important for me to portray 
how unpredictable relation¬ 
ships are when mental illness is 
in the household.” 

Dolan stars in the upcom¬ 
ing psychological drama The 
Elephant Song in which he’s 
confined to a psychiatric hos¬ 
pital. And he’s reportedly star¬ 
ring opposite Taylor Lautner in 
Gus Van Sant’s untitled project 
based on a New Yorker Maga¬ 
zine article. 

Not so long ago, Dolan 
complained of sitting around 
waiting for the phone to ring 
and petting his cat. “It sure has 
changed. First I’m allergic to 
cats, I stopped doing laundry I 
just buy new briefs, I travel so 
much I don’t have time to wash 
them.”

Geeks of the world, you’re 
about to fall in love with Gen¬ 
esis Rodriguez. There’s no 
point in resisting. The actress, 
appearing in Kevin Smith’s 
totally insane Tusk, used to 
be part of an all-girl BattleBots 
team. Her words, not ours. 

“We were an all-girls robot¬ 
ics team. We looked like we 
were kiclc-ass, cool-ass girls 
who had ribbons in their hair 
but were like, We’re going to 
kick your ass!”’ Rodriguez tells 
Metro. “We did competitions, 
like national competitions. We 
went to the Kennedy Space 
Center, we went to a conven¬ 
tion in Oklahoma. I was in¬ 
volved with the pneumatics 
of the robot. I wasn’t so much 
into getting the precise degree 
and cuts of angles and things 


— I was a welder.” 

Yes, welding. Rodriguez 
thinks women have the edge 
when it comes to that particu¬ 
lar trade. “I think girls make 
better welders than men be¬ 
cause we take time with our 
tacks and our welds, we’re 
detailed and we make it look 
pretty,” she says with a laugh. 
“It’s fun. Just the smell of it is 
just...

You could be 
there all day just looking at 
it. It’s kind of cool. But yeah, 
building robots was super-awe¬ 
some.” 

Rodriguez acknowledges 
that when people first look at 
her, they might not immedi¬ 
ately think “welding” and 
“robots,” but that’s their loss.

a really cool school program 
that should be promoted more.

Spike Lee. Filmmaker picks up Pioneer 
award at Montreal black film test

Spike Lee has been described 
as one of the angriest film¬ 
makers in the United States, 
but he jokingly suggested 
Wednesday he was worried 
about a bit of ire coming his 
way during a news confer¬ 
ence in Montreal. 

“We’re not going to talk 
about the Rangers beating 
the Habs last year, are we?” 
said the diehard sports fan, 
referring to the Montreal 
Canadiens’ elimination 
from last season’s Stanley 
Cup playoffs at the hands 
of his hometown New York 
team. 

“We’re not bringing that 
up?” 

Lee didn’t have to worry. 

He appeared at the Mont¬ 
real International Black 
Film Festival where he was 
to be presented with the 
event’s first Pioneer award 
by P.K. Subban, the Habs co¬ 
captain. 

“He’s a great player,” Lee 
said before the award cere¬ 
mony, adding he watched 
Subban play in New York 
last season and waved at 
him during the pre-game 
skate. 

“I’ve noticed a lot more 
players of colour in the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League. The 
Rangers need to get one.” 


The ceremony was to pre¬ 
cede the Canadian premiere 
of Lee’s new film Da Sweet 
Blood of Jesus, a romantic 
horror comedy. 

The event coincides with 
the 25th anniversary of Lee’s 
landmark film Do the Right 
Thing, about racial tensions 
in Brooklyn. 

Lee acknowledged a lot 
has changed in the last 25 
years. 

“Twenty-five years ago, I 
would have never thought 
there would be an African- 
American president,” he 
said. 

“That’s something that 
happened, so there have 


been many great develop¬ 
ments. But there are more 
African-Americans who are 
in poverty now than there 
were back 25 years ago and 
police are still killing black 
people.” 

He also pointed out that 
while there are more black 
stars, “black people are not 
taking over Hollywood.” 

Lee, who is credited 
with helping revolutionize 
modern black cinema, said 
there is still a need for more 
diversity — including more 
women, Asians, and Hispan- 
ics — on TV and behind the 
scenes in TV and movies.

YouTube stars serve 
up gut-busting fare on 
new television series 


The four guys behind Epic 
Meal Empire have devoured 
cheeseburger-stuffed lasagna, 
pizza cupcakes and Tex-Mex 
sushi. So what’s the grossest 
thing they’ve ever eaten? 

“Dried apricots and dried 
papayas,” says founder Harley 
Morenstein with disgust. 

The Montreal-based kitch¬ 
en crew genuinely loves cal¬ 
orie-laden comfort food. And 
after racking up 600 million 
YouTube views for their Epic 
Meal Time videos, they’re 
bringing their passion for 
gut-busting concoctions to 
the small screen. 

In Epic Meal Empire, air¬ 
ing Mondays on FYI, the gang 
moves to Los Angeles and 
cooks up arteiy-clogging fare 
for “extreme-food clients” — 
i.e. anyone with an excuse to 
consume meals that should 
probably only be eaten once 
in a lifetime. 

The crew, led by “Sauce 
Boss” Morenstein and his 
friends Josh Elkin, Ameer 
Atari and Dave Heuff, sees 
moving from YouTube to TV 
as a natural progression. 

“I don’t mind saying that 
I like Epic Meal Empire bet¬ 
ter than Epic Meal Time,” de¬ 
clared Morenstein, 29, in an 
interview. 

Back in 2010, he was 
a substitute high school 
teacher in his hometown 
of Montreal when he began 
experimenting in video pro¬ 
duction. Epic Meal Time was 
born when he and his friends 
created an elaborate “cheat 
meal” — ironically, amid ef¬ 
forts to promote health and 
fitness. 

“After the first episode, 


I substituted the following 
week. The show had gotten 
a lot of traction,” he recalled. 
“The kids were like, ‘Oh sir, I 
saw you drinking on the In¬ 
ternet!’ ... I kind of lost the 


children that day.” 

Two weeks later, the num¬ 
ber of online views were so 
staggering that Morenstein 
quit his teaching job. After 
hundreds of episodes, two 


cookbooks and six million 
YouTube subscribers, the 
crew turned their attention 
to TV. 

Morenstein said several 
networks were interested, 


but in the end they chose 
“contemporary lifestyle” 
channel FYI, a recent rebrand 
of Shaw Media’s Twist and 
A&E’s Biography. 

“They let us do what we

want, which is the best part 
of being on FYI,” he said. 
“They were the ones that real¬ 
ly put the trust in us. They 
picked up 16 episodes right 
off the bat. That was enough 
for us to want to commit to 
that network. 

“Now, the show is exactly 
what we want. It’s something 
we’re proud of. It’s hilarious. I 
think it’s an awesome show.” 

In the first episode, a 
second-grade teacher in¬ 
vites the guys to make her 
students a “fantasy meal,” 
a break from eating boring 
old healthy food. They build 
a “Taterbot,” a giant robot 
made of Tater Tots, licorice 
and grilled cheese. 

Other wild concoctions in 
the show: A Cinnabon battle¬ 
ship with a cream cheese 
frosting churro cannon, an 
eight-foot chicken (made 
of chicken tenders and 100 
eggs) on roller skates and an 
edible car they also claim is 
“driveable.” 

A bigger budget allows the 
guys to be more imaginative 
with their meals, but net¬ 
work television has its draw¬ 
backs. The Jack Daniel’s-guz- 
zling foursome can’t drink on 
camera, which they flout in 
the premiere by taking a shot 
off screen.

Boardwalk Empire. 
Vincent Piazza reflects 
on acclaimed series as 
it airs its final season 


Vincent Piazza is pondering 
his next move. His critically 
acclaimed series, Boardwalk 
Empire, created by Terence 
Winter and executive pro¬ 
duced by Martin Scorsese, is 
in its fifth and final season on 
HBO Canada (Sundays, 9 p.m. 
EDT.) 

Piazza, 38, plays Charles 
“Lucky” Luciano, a leading 
Mafia figure in the United 
States. “It’s like my dream 
ended here. Now I need to 
re-dream something else,” he 
said. 

One possibility is writing. 
“I love writing. I love telling 
stories, and I’m going to tiy 
and give a crack at that for 
a bit.” In a recent interview, 
Piazza shared his thoughts 
on co-star Steve Buscemi and 
what he kept from the set. 

Where were you when you 
got the role? 

I was in a little room in my 
(New York) apartment on 
17th Street. I remember 
getting the call and I was 
just, Wow.’ It was a wow 
moment, and then I had all 
this energy and excitement 
to begin, and I was like, ‘All 
right, when does it start?’ 
‘Like in six months.’ And I 


was like, ‘Oh.’ 

And that’s when I became 
a bookworm and was watch¬ 
ing eveiy documentaiy, 
reading every biography, just 
went to work in tiying to 
learn more about the time. 

What did you learn from 
Steve Buscemi? 

Steve has been so gracious to 
me and all the actors that I 
get to see him interact with, 
and he’s such a great leader. 

As an example, it was 
the first episode that we 
were shooting of the entire 
show, and I’m a huge Steve 
Buscemi fan, but I’m also 
getting the feel of it. I don’t 
know the hours, I don’t 
know a TV schedule that 
well. 

So, I was just getting to 
know eveiyone and spending 
time with the actors and the 
crew, and I look over and I 
see Steve just in his chair, his 
eyes closed, just sitting there. 
I go, ‘Oh, interesting. He 
wants time to himself. OK, 
anyway, cariying on...’ 

But by the 12th hour, 13th 
hour, 16th hour of the day,

I’m just fighting to ... keep 
my energy up. I’m watch¬ 
ing him just come out of his 
chair like, ‘All right, we’re 
ready to go.’

Just conserve your 
energy, stay focused. 

Yeah, there was a lot of 
great stuff that I learned by 


watching him, as well as 
talking with him. 

Did you keep anything from 
the set? 

I kept my cigarette lighter 
because it was with me 
from the pilot. It took me 
about a year to not burn 
myself whenever I clicked 
it, because it’s an old lighter. 
You’ve got to flick it and tiy 


and look cool like, ‘I’ve used 
this lighter all my life, since 
I was four when I started 
smoking.’ 

So we have this relation¬ 
ship, the lighter and I, and 
it’s been with me the whole 
way, always in my pocket or 
in the scene, so, yeah, it’s my 
little buddy. 

Boardwalk is so visually 


spectacular. Could you pick 
up on that during filming? 

There was actually a mo¬ 
ment last season when I was 
sitting back in the chair ... 
and I’m just staring at the 
monitor, and I looked and 
was like, ‘We’re in a moving 
oil painting.’ It is just so rich 
in colour and texture. It was 
really special.

Zachary Fucale may have been 
one of a half-dozen goaltenders 
at this year’s Montreal Cana¬ 
diens training camp, but for 
the Halifax Mooseheads, he’s 
the one expected to get the job 
done between the pipes.

Miclcelson and Keegan Brad¬ 
ley, undefeated as a team two 
years ago at Medinah, face the 
European powerhouse of Mc¬ 
llroy and Sergio Garcia in the 
opening session of fourballs on 
Friday at Gleneagles.

Mcllroy has a court bat¬ 
tle against his former manage¬ 
ment company, and the lawsuit 
involves Graeme McDowell. 


Mcllroy told Golf Channel 
on Thursday that he “got a 
couple of jabs back” at the gala 
dinner on Wednesday. 

“I know Phil well and we 
had a couple of laughs about 
it,” Mcllroy said. 

Miclcelson and Bradley went

Four-man bobsled now co-ed 


Kaillie Humphries will be 
the test case, the guinea pig 
if you will, on females ra¬ 
cing with and against men 
in bobsled. 

The two-time Olympic 
gold medallist in women’s 
bobsled has been given the 
green light to pilot a four- 
man sled with male brake- 
men. 

The governing body FIBT 
essentially declared Thurs¬ 
day that four-man bobsled 
is “gender neutral,” which 
allows for mixed teams and 
all-female teams to compete 


against men’s four-man 
sleds. 

Humphries asked the 
FIBT at the organization’s 
congress in May to allow her 
to pilot a men’s sled. With 
just six weeks until the start 
of the 2014-15 racing sea¬ 
son, the executive commit¬ 
tee essentially said yes. 

While it leaves national 
bobsled federations scram¬ 
bling to figure out how this 
will work, Humphries was 
elated Thursday.
